Revolutionary Forces 


Hankow, October 
consuls, at a conference today, de- 
cided to with the Chinese 
request that they employ gunboats to 
prevent the revolutionaries from cross- 
ing the river to Hankow. The revolu- 
tionaries sent. a eircular to the 
consuls asking that foreigners remain 
neutral and assuring them that they 
would not be harmed. 

Hankow, China, October 11.—Chinese 
revolutionary forees have

the city of Wu Chang, 
with loyal troops that began vyester- 
day and continued until late last nigit. 

Today the foreign residents had not 
been molested. The revolutionary com- 
mittee issued a proclamation exhort- 
ing the followers not to harm the citi- 
zens of other countries. The fact that 
the wishes of the committee have been 
respected thus far, while reassuring 
to other nations, is in itself a sinister 
sign for the government at Peking, 
as it indicates that the rebellious 
movement is thoroughly organized. 

Earlier outbreaks had assumed 
character of rioting, in which 
mobs were soon worked out of 
control of intelligent leadership, thus 
making their defeat by the better di- 
rected government troops comparative- 
ly easy.

Initiative, referendum and recall 
termed the weapons of mobocracy by 
Archbishop Ireland in ar address at 
the banquet of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee here tonight. 

After relating the 
cratic government making by the 
newly-born states after the revolu- 
tionary war, Archbishop Ireland said: 

“And now the clamor is heard that 
the organization of American dem- 
ocracy such as the republic has known 
for a century and a quarter must be 
altered, torn asunder, under the pre- 
tense that with it the people do not 
govern with sufficient directness, Let 
us hope that this clamor is but a 
passing ebullition of feeling, soon to 
sink back into the tranquil seriousness 
of thought usually underlying the 
movements of the masses of the people 
to be there buried in the silence of 
oblivion. 

Opposed to Mobocracy. 

“Democracy, yes; mobocracy, never. 
And toward mobocracy we are now 
bidden to wend our way. The shibbo- 
leths of the clamor, you know—the 
initiative, referendum, the recall put 
into general practice, as the evangel- 
ists of the new social gospel fain 
would have them—are nothing more 
nor less than the madness of dem- 
ocracy. 

“May we not, it is asked, trust the 
people? Yes, we trust the people, as 
the framers of our constitution trusted 
them. We trust the people as the peo- 
ple usually trust themselves when in- 
terests other than political are at stake 
—remitting those interests to men ex- 
pert in such matters. 

“With the initiative ang referendum, 
legislative bodies become mere bureaus 
of registration ang exchange for popu 
lar views and opinions. All conclu- 
sive authority is lost to them. A small 
fraction of the population sets the ma- 
chinery of legislation in motion, retards 
Or annuls its decrees. 

Recall Is the Worst. 

“But the worst ig the recall , Stability 
and independence in office for a fixed 
period of time are essentials. Liable 
to recall, the official is continuously 
watching public opinion which it is his 
interest to placate and hold in check. 

“But what if the official has proved 
himself unworthy of his trust? Our laws 
and constitution provide a remedy. Let 
him be impeached and judged by well 
established and impartial courts. 

“The perils of the recalt are shown 
when it is extended to the judiciary. If 
ever independence from popular clam- 
or is imperiously demanded, it is when 
men are bidden to speak in the name of 
supreme justice, regardless of conse- 
quences to persons or parties, when 
absclute calmness of mind and deepest 
—— are the prerequisites to a decis- 
on.

“to vote in favor of the use of the 
drug. sodium benzoate, in foods”; that 
he “has used his official position to 
favor the manufacture of foods, 
drugs, liquors and medicines;” that he 
allowed the food law to be “set aside”’ 
for the production of glucose, labeled 
as “corn syrup” that he was instrumen- 
tal fn giving the solicitor of the de- 
partment the right to decide whether 
suits shall be brought for violation of 
the food law after samples “have been 
found to violate the law” and that the 
law dealing with labelling! of beers

The committee had practically 
recommeded action along the lines 
of the resolution, but the consensus vf 
opinion was that the convention did 
not have sufficient information, after 
only one year’s investigation, to urge 
such broad legislation.

Rice indorsing legislation to prohibit 
express companies from owning siock 
in any other express company or in a 
railroad, and railroad companies from 
holding express company stock Was 
lost, 19 to 30.

Charles H, Lednum Succumbs 
in Atlanta Hotel 


Had Served Federal Judicary 
Since 1900 and Was Well 
Known in_ City--Coroner’s 
Jury Returns Verdict of 
Acute Heart Failure. 


Charles Henry Lednum, of New Or- 
leans, and since 1900 clerk to the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
for the fifth judicial diatrict, died sud 
denly and unexpectedly yesterday 
morning shortly before noon in his 
apartment at the Piedmont hotel. 

Up to a year ago Mr. Lednum had 
been in excellent health and presented 
a robust and elastic physical appear- 
ance which within itself was an ap- 
parent challenge to any form of ill- 
ness. Bouvyant and happy, he indi- 
cated one well pleased with the life he 
was leading and thoroughly satisfied 
With his surroundings. Thoroughly 
equipped for his daily task and well 
trained in every detail for the duties 
his position entailed, Mr. Lednum was 
credited one of the most competent 
men in the service of the government. 
Comparatively a young man, in the 
prime of life, advancement in his ca- 
reer was the frequent and apparently 
safe prediction of his friends and of 


‘all wit# whom he came in contact. 


Falls Ill in Texas. 

A year ago Mr. Lednum was taken 
sick while in attendance upon a ses- 
sion of the federal court in Dallas, 
Texas, but at the time little or no at- 
tention was given his illness, because 
of his always splendid physical condi- 
tion. A short rest after he reache'l 
New Orleans failed to bring back his 
usual good healthy condition, and a 
consultation with physicians revealed 
that his nerves were on the verge of 
a complete wreck, and a long and 
thorough rest with a radical change 
of climate were directed. 

In May last Mr. Lednum passed 
through Atlanta en route to Baltimore 
for an ‘exami@#ation’ and probable 
treatment at Johns Hopkins hos»ital. 
When he reached Atlanta Mr. Led- 
num'’s physical appearance was a com- 
plete shock to his Atlanta friends 
with wnom he came in contact, so 
radical was the change in the man. 
His always. jet black hair and his ever 
coal black moustache were there no 
more. Within less than the year he 
had grown a full beard, and that. as 
was his hair, was almost as white as 
newly (tfallen snow. His garments 
hung loosely about drooping = shoul- 
ders, which were wont to indicate the 
athlete, while his voice trembled and 
wavered, as did his arms and lower 
limbs, which had always been strong 
and firm in quick response to his will 
power, 

At the Johns meeliili Wieninia he 
Was subjected t> a dangerous opera- 
tion, and for a time his life hung in 
the balance, but his old-time good 
health came to his rescue and within 
a month he was discharged. with ev- 
éry indication that time and his happy 
nature would bring him back to £00) 
health once more. The great north- 
west Was suggested as a resting place 
for him, and in Canada and Manitova 
Mr. Lednum passed the hot sulnmer 
months with gun and fishing tackle. 

Two weeks ago Mr. Lednum reached 
Atlanta to make ready for the Octo- 
ber term of the federal court, which 
opened Monday, October 32.

Nurses and watches were 
placed in charge and a message wag 
sent to Miss Lula L, Lednum, a sister 
at Markel, Texas, who reached Atlanta 
Sunday. 

Monday Mr. Lednum’s reason seemed 
better and during that day he went 
to his offices as he did again Tues- 
day, but without giving his attention 
to any work, Clerk Sims, of New Or- 
leans, having reached Atlanta in re- 
sponse to telegraphic instructions. 

Yesterday morning Miss Lednum’s 
attention was attracted to her brother's 
room by groans and moans, but he de- 
clined to open the door when entrance 
was sought. Within a short time he 
became quiet and was left alone as 
it was thought he had grown easy. 
Shortly before noon as Mr. Lednum 
failed to appear, his door was forced 
and he was found dead on his bed. 
Dr. Elkin stated that death was due 
to acute heart failure, and the body 
was removed to Patterson’s under- 
taking apartments in Forsyth street, 
where later in the day Coroner Dona- 
hue held an inquest, the verdict of the 
jury being in accordance with Dr. El- 
kin’s views. 

Mr. Lednum was forty-nine years old 
on January 13, last, and is survived by 
one daughter, Mary, twelve years of 
age, and two sésters, Miss Lula L 
Lednum, who came to him in Atlanta, 
Mrs. C. L. Barker, both of 
side in Merkel, Texas.

Advanced advocates of the woman’s movement will regret the 
rejection of the universal suffrage amendment. The number of 
other western states that had adopted it, and the vigorous cam- 
paign projected in its behalf, had given plausibility to predictions 
of its success. In this connection, it will be 1ecalled that former 
President Roosevelt declared that when enough women wanted the 
suffrage, the movement would be crowned with success. In the 
meantime, and irrespective of the success or failure of the crusade 
for woman suffrage, per se, the organized woman’s movement is 
one that may not be ignored by the stydents of political, economic 
and sociological conditions in this country. 

It must, of course, be some time before the full effect of the 
innovations adopted by California will be manifest to the rest of 
the country. In the last analysis, they will come as confirmatory 
or contradictory evidence upon similar reforms now working out in 
other ‘states and cities.

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WHY ENGLAND PILES. UP ARMAMENT. 


ing both to armament and peace is an article by Sydney Brooks 
iil a recent issue of Harper's Weekly. According to this writer, 
who is an undoubted authority upon British political and economic 


world for food supplies explains the manner in which she strains 
every energy to maintain international naval supremacy. 

[t is the threat of starvation, or semi-starvation, says Mr: 
Brooks, that England must constantly face. The inrminence of the 
peril was shown by the recent general strike, when food supplies 
by the thousands of tons were tied up at docks and railway sta- 
tions, with the remainder of the country thrown upon its own 
slender resources for’ sheer subsistence. 

The nation can, it is shown, keep a sufficient fodd supply on 
hand for several weeks, at the minimum. But should a hostile 
power overwhelm the British fleets and gain control of strategic 
railway stations, even this fast-vanishing source would be una- 
vailing. 

The problem is so serious that expert committees and commis- 
sions have been scrupulously investigating it, with a view to find- 
ing some way out that would insure neutrality for food supplies in 
the event of war, or devise a plan to ease the constant naval 
pressure on the budget. But after conning many suggestions, and 
listening to endless testimony, the ultimate decision was to rely 
upon an overpow ering navy as the one sure method of guarding 
the country’s food supply. 

The same conditions that inspired the investigation above men- 
tioned must have contributed, to an extent at least, to Great 
Britain’s anxiety to promote. world-peace. It should be a source 
of gratification to America that her breadth of territory and sweep 
of resources relieves her, at least for many years, of the necessity 
of devising measures looking to protecting her dining table. Na- 
tions, like armies, are powerless without food. England’s stomach 
is her vulnerable point. It is costing us a good deal more than 
we want to pay to fill our own, but we have yet to develop the 
curious dilemma of our British cousins.

If George Ade, or any other musical comedy genius, is on the 
outlook for unique material, they need go no farther than Okla- 
homa City.

Macon, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)— 
| The educational exhibit of the State 
College of Agriculture met the hearty 
approval of all who saw it at the state 
fair last year, and arrangements have 
been made to have the college exhibit 
again this year. The exhibit will be 
Similar to the one installed last year 
in that it is purely educational, no at- 
tempt being made to show high-vyield- 
ing varieties of crops, etc., but every 
effort has been put forth to arrange an 
exhibit which will be of practical 
value to the farmer. 

In a portion of this exhibit can be 
seen a complete working dairy. Fresh 
milk is arriving daily from Greens- 
boro, the largest milk-shipping center 
of the state. The cream is separated, 
ripened and churned under the direct 
observation of the spectators. The 
whole process of butter-making will 
be explained and illustrated. 

A thing of vital importance to the 
Georgia farmer is that of raising their 
own work stock. A chart showing the 
value of ten mares and their progeny 
in ten years’ time when bred to a jack, 
and the value of an equal number of 
mares and their progeny for the same 
length of time when bredto a stallion 
will prove interesting in tais connec- 
tign. 

The exhibit of the veterinary depart- 
ment will be of great interest and very 
instructive to those interested in live 
stock.

The question sought to be illuminat- 
ed is ‘Who will be entitled to vote in 
‘the special election soon to be called 
to fill the office of governor?” 


An Illustration. 


Suppose Governor Smith should re- 
Sign his office to take effect on Decem- 
ber 4, or four days before he is to be 
sworn in as United States’ senator, 
when would the election be called and 
who would be entitled to vote? 

Of course, the president of the sén- 
ate, Hon. John M. Slaton, would dis- 
charge the duties of governor from the 
date Mr. Smith’s resignation became ef.- 
fective. The law imposes upon him the 
obligation of calling a special election 
within 60 days. Thus Mr. Slaton might 
issue a proclamation announcing a va- 
cancy and calling up the voters of the 
State to go to the polls, say, on Janu- 
ary 238, and express their choice for 
governor. 

Should the state democratic execu- 
tive committee decide to call a primary 
meantime, that would force the issue 
as to who was entitled to vote, since 
the law applies to primary elections. 

The law says that the tax collector 
in each county shall “six months be- 
fore every such election other than the 
general state election, close his voters’ 
books for said election and within five 
days file with the registrars a Hst of 
all names signed jn the voters’ books 
who have so qualified themselves to 
vote for such election in the same man- 
ner and with the same information 
as now required by law in filing lists 
of persons registering as voters.” 

But there is another paragraph gov- 
erning special elections, which says 
that “Within five days after the cal! of 
said special election, the tax collector 
shall close his voters’ books, and with- 
in five days thereafter he shall file with 
the county registrars an accurate and 
complete list of all names signed im 
said voters’ books since the close of 
the voters’ books for the last general 
election and not before filed with said 
registrars for the last general elec- 
tion, said list to be made out and ar- 
ranged as provided in section 48.” 

What Does It Mean? 

The guessing contest is open. What 
does it mean? Is the tax collector to 
close his books five days after the call 
for the specia)] election, or six months 
before the date of the special elec- 
tion? 

The fact that state and county taxes 
for the year 1911-will be due on De- 
cember 20, 1911, probably does not af- 
fect an election held in January, 1912 
under the exception in section 59 of the 
law. This probably also disposes of 
the other section which says: 

“It shall furthermore, be the duty 
of the registrars upon the call of a 
special election, to purge the list of 
registered voters prepared for the last 
general election of any names subse- 
quently disqualified by the failure to 
pay taxes becoming due subsequent to 
the last general election.” 

Of course, taxes falling due on De- 
cember 20, 1911, fall due “subsequently 
to the last general election.’ Whether 
the section just quoted governs or the 
new section of the law enacted at the 
last session of the legislature, which 
provides that “Any person who has 
registered for any general election shall, 
if otherwise qualified to vote at any 
special election before the next general] 
election, be listed and entitled to vote 
at such special election,” rules the cage, 
is also open to the guesserg. 

Attorney General Felder says it is so 
plain he has given his thoughts and at-| 
tention to more important matters, and 
cites doubtful voters to the letter of 
the law.
